ELAINE SETS ASIDE BIG 


TRACT IN VILAS COUNTY 


AS NATURAL STATE PARK 


MADISON, Wis.—Northern Wisconsin is to have one of the largest 


state park areas in the Great Lakes region. Governor J. J. Elaine, 


in a letter to Elmer S. Hall, state conservation commission, made public 
today, directs that an area in Vilas county, sixteen miles long and nine 
miles; wide, including land about Trout lake, be treated as a state 
park for future development. 


As Tlie state owns pracMcally all of the lands within the proposed 


park area, no p>penditure of money would be necessary in acquiring the 
property. 
It is in the heart of the "Land o' Lakes" region. 


The park includes: 
Ninety-two thousand acres of which 76,000 acres are now owned 


by the state. 
There will be no further area purchased at the present 
time. 


Forty-two lakes including larger ones such as Trout, Plumb, 


White Sand, Star and Ballard. all in Vilas county. 


The state game farm of SCO acres enclosed by a wire fence 20 


feet high within which are ?,8 elk, donated by Elk lodges of the 
state, and "~iO deer. 


The headquarters of the state nursery at Trout lake and the head 


rangers cabins. Over 2.000 acres of land within-the area are planted 
to now trees from the state nursery. 
Some of the best tracts of virgin 


timber in northprn Wisconsin are to be found on this land.

The 
Chicago dispatch, in distinguishing between 
this neglect of the Wisconsin senator as com- 
pared with 
"special trains" and 
"chosen 


routes" provided by the government for "vis- 
itors of influence," seems almost like a little 
slap at "Our Bob." 
The 
interviewer 
even 


chuckled at the thought of the immaculate 
Robert M. fighting cooties in a box car. 


We hope the dispatch is true. "Americans 


of influence," traveling in special trains over 
selected routes at the courtesy of the soviet 
government, have come back with a set of im- 
pressions made to order for their consumption. 
They have come home to spread as their own 
the very ideas which the bolshevik dictators 
have selected for them. Of Russian life i-n the 
rough they know nothing because 
they saw 


nothing. 


Despite the annoyance of box cars and 


bugs, if our correspondent is correct, Senator 
La Follette is enjoying the privilege of seeing 
the real soviet Russia. That is what he went to 
Russia for. Senator La Follette has always 
been a liberal. Perhaps more because of some 
of his associations, than because of his official 
acts, some people call him a radical. It is im- 
probable, however, that he has lost faith in 
democracy, even though his criticisms of some 
of its manifestations have been vigorous. There- 
fore it may be assumed that if he sees the real 
sovjet Russia in its nakedness, and if it 
is 


inconsistent with democratic principles, he will 
get the facts and draw intelligent cbnclusions. 


It may be observed in conclusion that if 


as a matter of fact the soviet government has 
neglected Senator La Follette because 
it 


thought he has no influence it has made a seri- 
ous mistake. Whatever report of Russia Sena- 
tor La Follette brings home will go thunder- 
ing across the country into hundreds of thou- 
sands of sympathetic ears. 


We certainly congratulate Senator La Fol- 


lette upon the box cars and cooties. If he is 
looking for soviet Russia as it really is, his 
chance to find it is worth all the annoyance it 
is costing him.

cago's biggest business men, said that more

S€'f of his days of boyhood struggle. 


He spent thousands of dollars to find a 


replica of an old heating stove that stood in his 
lather's housg. Jle spejit more thousands to 
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dig up the threshing machine he operated as his 
first mechanic's job. He bought the old house 
around which "Tales of a Wayside Inn" were 
written. And a hundred more examples of the 
rich vein of sentimentality in the business won- 
der of the period could be exh'umed by a care- 
ful reading of his biography. 


Evidently, too, Mr. Ford is proud of this 


streak in him, for every such incident is care- 
fully recorded in his biography, and receives 
due attention in "the press. It is a curious ex- 
ample of the hard-headedness which is Ford's 
other chief characteristic that he never fails 
to get the full publicity value out of every ac- 
tion to which he is moved by, a tender memory. 


Perhaps it is indicative of the nature of the 


man that his, sentimental 
excursions revolve 


around his own interests, chiefly. Mr. Ford is 
not rioted for his charity—his gifts to public 
causes would not make a tithe of what the 
Rockefellers have given and are giving an- 
nually. Benefits to the public from his opera- 
tions have usually been co-incidental with bene- 
fits to Ford. His sentiment has a narrow scope 
—it is only in business that the Ford eye scans 
wide horizons.
